Christmas Attitude 


The bleating of many Christians at this time of year 
about what has happened to Christmas is now as tradi- 
tional as holly and mistletoe. 

It is something of an annual shock to be confronted 
with tasteless TV toy commercials, chubby Santas mixing 
cocktails on greeting cards and the tawdry ‘‘decorations”’ 
that some string up to celebrate the birth of a belief that 
has defied national borders and language barriers to 
influence the course of history. 

But there is nothing wrong with Christmas, not at the 
core. It’s message of peace and good will should comfort 
and encourage men of all faiths who strive toward deep 


understanding. 


To those Christians who demean a holiday shot through 
with secularism, the late Peter Marshall, former chaplain 
to the U.S. Congress, offered a persuasive personal 


challenge: 


‘*Let’s not give way to cynicism and mutter that Christ- 
mas has become commercialised. 

“Tt never will be--unless you let it be. 

‘*Your Christmas is not commercialized, unless you 


have commercialized it. 


‘‘Let’s not succumb to the sophistication that com- 
plains: ‘‘Christmas belongs only to the children.’’ That 
shows you have never understood Christmas at all, for the 


older you get, the more it means, if you know what it 


means, 
‘*Christmas, 
with us. 


though forever young, grows old along 


‘“Have you been saying, ‘‘I just can’t seem to feel the 
Christmas spirit this year? As a confession of lack of 


faith, it is rather significant. 


“*You are saying that you feel no joy that Jesus came 


into the world... 


‘*You are confessing that His presence in the world is 


not a reality to you. ..’’ 


Those who give in to the traditions of Christmas will 
not have to worry about catching the spirit of the season, 
Marshall said---it will catch them. 

And when it does, he predicted, ‘‘You will remember 
what Christmas means----The beginning of Christianity . . 

‘‘The way of Him Who was born a Babe in Bethlehem.’’

Is Moths And Flies 


s New England, goldenrods 
e their final crops of

Lice just any moths or flies, but 
very special species. They are 
moths and flies that most persons 
never see ~ although an observant 
outdoorsman undoubtedly has seen 
their winter homes, These moths 
and flies have very close associa= 
tion with goldenrods, So close, in 
fact, that most of them associate 
only with a specific variety of 
oldenrod and none other, 

Through the winter months, 
many of these goldenrod-=asso= 
ciates appear only as galls upon 
the dead stems of last summer’s 
plants, Galls are strange pheno= 
mena, They are swellings in the 
plant tissue that take many forms, 
ranging from balls to growths that 
look like a frayed end of the plant 
stem, or even vaguely like pine 
cones, 

An interesting feature of galls 
lies in their regularity of shape, 
location and general appearance, 
Ry that, we mean that when a cere 
tain insect lays its eggs in a plant 
stem, that plant stem develops a 
gall that is characteristic for that 
species of insect, although the gall 
itself is grown by the plant, 

The Canada goldenrod, a species 
common in New England and one 
that is host to several insects, 
may illustrate the point, 

When a fly of the genus Eurosta 
- although the name is not too 
important other than to indicate 
that a specific fly is involved - 
injects eggs into the stem of a 
Canada goldenrod, the resulting 
gall is known as ‘*the ball gall.” 

When the moth of the genus 
Eucosma injects eggs into the 
same species of goldenrod, the 
gall develops in a rough, elongated 
swelling known as ‘the goldenrod 
scarred gall,’’ 


The variations on the gall theme 
among goldenrods - indeed, among 
hundreds of woody and herbaceous 
plants - would make a sizeable 
list, The point, however, is that 
even among insects whose appear= 
ance is so similar that only the 
most expert entomologist cares to 
hazard an identification, the gall 
that each causes on a plant stem 
is so regular that an expert can 
almost immediately name the in- 
sect that caused it, 

In general, the gall moths attain 
their pinnacle as spectacular inthe 
form of galls rather than as moths, 
These moths are known, however, 
to field experts such as Miss Ivy 
LeMon of the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society,

seed, Since the gall is a sealed 
unit, showing no mark of entry, the 
assumption bore considerable 
logic, 

In the late 1600s, the Italian 
naturalist Malpaghi established the 
insect-caused nature of galls, He 
suggested that the swelling in the 
plant was somewhat similar to the 
swelling a person might have after 
being stung by a bee, 

A gall, however, is more com- 
plicated than the swollen flesh 
following a bee sting. Some 
chemical froin the insect, or as- 
sociated with it, causes not a 
temporary inflation but a whole 
new pattern of growth in the plant, 
The tissue in a gall, although pro- 
duced by the plant from its own 
plant tissue, differs permanently 
from the normaltissue in the plant, 

Galls create but minor harm 
within a plant population, But, what 
good do galls do for plants?

Snow, Ice Keep Birds 


From Christmas Count 


Feathered representatives of 
only 31 bird species flew out to be' 
counted Sunday when the Merri- 
mack Valley Bird Club made its 
18th annual Christmas count, 

A light snowfall throughout the 
day, frozen ponds and lakes and 
the absence of wintering northern 
finches contributed to keeping the 
count low, in the opinion of Oscar 
Root, president, 

A total of 29 birders took up 
positions in the field and at feeders 
to observe, noting an unusually 
large count of ruffed grouse and 
Slate-colored juncos, No new 
species were added to the all-time 
census list, however and the total 
count was much under the record 
high of 50 recorded in 1961, 


The Christmas count inthis area 
is taken independently of those 
held across the country by the 
Audubon Society, Oscar Root, 
author of a book on Birds of the 
Andover Region, has detailed re- 
cords covering about 30 years 
which show the changes in bird 
activity as the community has be- 
come urbanized,
